GOVERNMENT BACKS 


Washington, June 30.—The admin- 
istration speaking today through the 
white house on the eve of the called 
strike of 400,000 union railroad shop 
workers declared its determination to 
stand squarely behind the -railroad 
labor board. It is because of the de- 
cisions of the.labor board that the 
shop craftsmen have decided to strike 
at 10 a. m. tomorrow. 

The administration view set forth 
in language as forcible ase the spokes- 
man could command, was that the la- 
bor board is the one agency of the gov- 
ernment dealing with disputes between 
the roads and their employees and 
therefore its decree must and would be 
backed up by the government. 

“Speaks As Government.” 

The labor board “ie the government 
when it speaks” was the way the 
spokesman summed up the adminis- 
tration view, adding that this view 
held whether the board’s decisions 
drew the protest of labor organiza- 
tions because they involve cuts in 
wages or whether they are protested 
by the railroads because they required 
the managements to desist in contract- 
ing out regular work to private shops. 
The decisions of the board, the admin- 
istration further was asserted to hold, 
are by the ‘delegated authority of con- 
gress and in a field definitely marked 
by law. 

The administration pronouncement 


there occurred in Chicago what Chair- 
man Hooper, of the labor board, de- 
clared to be a flouting of a government 
body by B. M. Jewell, head of the 
railroad department of the American 
Federation of Labor, namely, the re- 
fusal of Mr. Jewell and some of his 
colleagues to answer a summon of the 
board. Whether the administration 
view went as far as to take action 
therefore was a question left open for 
the time being. The general belief, 
however, was as that the transporta- 
tien act clothed the labor board with 
no powers to inforce its gecisions, 
there were no steps left for the gov- 
ernment to take at fhis stage except 
to maintain its stand behind the 
board’s decisions.

CIVIL WAR IN IRELAND. 
Press dispatches say that Eamonn 


DeValera, erstwhile president of 
the “Irish republic” that has been 
supplanted by the Irish Free State, 
has personally assumed “supreme 
command” of the insurgents and 
formally declared war against the 
government of his country. 

So long as thé leader of the irrec- 
oncilable faction in Ireland em- 
ployed only statecraft, argument 
and diplomacy in his fight for abso- 
lute freedom from the British 
crown he was clearly within his 
rights, however misguided, unrea- 
sonable and radical his efforts may 
have been. 

But for him now, having lost out 
on the floor of the. dail, then at the 
conference table and lastly at the 
ballot-box, to attempt to do by force 
of arms and by bloodshed and ter- 
rorism what he failed to do by 
peaceful methods: of campaigning, 
clearly places him and his follow- 
ers in the category of outlaws, in 
open rebellion, not merely against 
the government of Great Britain 
but against the Irish government 
that has been formally sanctioned 
and apptoved, in democratic fash- 
ion, by the votes of a majority of 
their fellow citizens. 

If the-government of Great Brit- 

‘gin had arbitrarily and by the use 
of. armed force attempted to compel 


y the Irish people to submit to a form 


of government not to their liking, 
armed resistance on the part of pa- 
triotic Irishmen would not have 
but it 

id not. — 

Or, if the British government or 
the spokesmen for the Irish Free 
State government refused to let 
the masses of the Irish people ex- 
press their approval or disapproval 
of the free state treaty at the ballot- 
box, the republicans would have 
been at least measurably justified 

in offering resistance; but they did- 
not. 

The Free State government was 
set up in compliance with the terms 
of a treaty that had been promul- 
gated and agreed upon in confer- 
ence between representatives of 
the Irish people and of the British 
government. 

Subsequently—only a few days 
ago—after a protracted campaign 
which was actively participated in 
by DeValera and his followers as 
well as by his politicai opponents, 
the issues involved were submitted 
to a democratic vote of the Irish 
people, a substantia] majority of 
whom expressed their appoval of 
the new form of government. 

All opposition on the part of citi- 
zens professing faith in and devo- 
tion to the democratic idea of gov- 
ernment—government “of, for and 
by the people” and “by consent of 
the governed”—should have ceaséd 
then and there. 

Up to this time, while he was 
fighting with intellect .as_ his 
weapon, DeValera commanded the 
respect and admiration of thou- 
sands even among those whagenter- 
tained no sympathy for his position. 

But in leading bie followers in 
open rebellion and civii war against 


. the government that has been ap- 


proved by a majority of his country- 
men, he imnust necessarily forfeit 
the sympathy and admiration, to 
say nothing of the support, moral 
or physical, of ali who believe in 
the fundamental principles of de- 
mocracy and in law and order.

HEALTH TALKS | 


URIC ACID IN FACT AND FIC- 
TION. 

Medical science is a very young 
science, though medical art is one of 
the most ancient arts of man. Medi- 
cal theories have often proved wrong, 
and then again they have often proved 
right. That a mere medical theory 
should ever turn out to have 
been right, when medical science 
proves it to have been right, is a 
wonderful thing to contemplate, and 
A doubt that any other important hu- 
man endeavor can compare with med- 
icine in this respeet, for generally 
art follows meekly after science in- 
stead of pointing and leading the 
way through the outer darkness. In 
medicine it has ever been the art that 
has said. “I believe,” “I think,”, and 
“T hope,” and, days or years or gen- 
eration later, the science that -has 
said “Yes, I know now.’% 

The theory that uric acid is a 
cause of disease has never won full 
recognition in actual practice. So 
far as medical science has advanced 
there has been no confirmation of the 
theory. On the contrary, the evi- 
dence obtained from actual tests made 
under carefully controlled conditions 
rather goes to prove that the cause 
of gout is not uric acid, although it 
is-a fact that’so called “chalky” depas- 
its in the tissues of the body and 
dbeut the joints in gout and other dis- 
eases are derived from uric acid. These 
deposits, lumps or “tophi’ are not 
chalk, but mostly monosodium urate. 

There is even some doubt in the 
minds of physicians well informed in 
science, whether uric acid may be re- 
lied upon as an indicator for the 
measurement of the deficient metab- 
olism or deficient oxidation in cases 
of gout and allied diseases. 

Right now it is customary for 
some physicians to have chemical tests 
of the blood made to determine, among 
other things, how much uric acid is 
present in the blood. When more than 
the normal amount (which is only 


it by reducing the appropriations 
made by congress,” for “clearly he 
has not cut out any expenditures 
which were authorized by congress 
and for which appropriations were 
made.”’

the government; and in view of 
the appropriations that have been 
required in addition to those made 
in their regular order at the begin- 
ning of the fiscal year, the repub- 
lican charges of democratic incom- 
petency fall flat.

No one can 
say off hand with any degree of cer- 
tain that a given individual has 
too fhuch uric’acid in his system or 
that he has too much acid in his sys- 
ten; any conjectures as to such mat- 
ters, without actual chemical analy- 
sis of the blood, can only lead te 
blunders in treatment. Except in the 
hinterland, physicians no longer ac- 
cuse patients of having “uric acid 
in the system” just because the pa- 
tients present lessons or troubles of 
the joints. Every healthy person has 


blood and now and then a little blood 
in his eye, yet it is not at all neces- 
sary for him to diet, dope or distress 
himself over it. .

[Where the Roads Fork

In discussing the present tax ma- 
chinery in Georgia, that is, the tax 
equalization law, Governor Hardwick, 
in his message to the legislature, de- 
clared— _ 

“If you destroy it without pro- 
viding an adequate substitute, or 
if you destroy it and simply re- 
turn, in times like these, to the 
old system of voluntary ‘tax re- 
turns, without providing machin- 
ery for collecting an adequate 
amount of revenue from corpora- 
tions and classes of property now 
practically untaxed by the state, 
you will lock the wheels of gov- 
ernment.” , 

It. has been reported, and possibly 
reliably so, that the governor will even 
veto any bill repealing this law, 
should the assembly. pass such‘a bill. 

Ther@ecan be no mistake about the 
wisdom of the governor’s position ; and 
yet it has produced a peculiar sit- 
uation among a large school of his 
strongest supporters in 1920. 

It will be recalled that during the 
campaign, in which Senator Watson 
and Governor Hardwick were locked- 
armed, following the famous alliance 
at the convention in Atlanta on May 
18, the governor, as a candidate, made’ 
the repeal of the equalization law 
one of the main issues-.of.that can- 
vass. He spoke against the existing law 
all over Georgia, and after his election 
he declared that he didn’t believe any 
power on earth could keep the legis 
lature from repealing it. 

The fight for the repeal was a 
strong and bitter one. No one knows 
it better than I do, for it was my 
unique experience during the heat of 
that fight to hear myself denounced 
by some of the proponents of the re- 
peal measure on the floor ofthe sen- 
‘ate because of my own fight in these 
columns for the retention of the exist- 
ing law until the adoption of a new 
and satisfactory tgx system would au- 
tomatically remove the necessity for 


such a law. 
At: that time, in the early days ol 


the session, it was believed that Gov- 
ernor , Hardwick favored the repeal 
bill, Many of the strong Watson- 
Hardwick leaders jn the preceding 
year’s campaign had taken the lead- 
ership of the repeal forces, and it is 
well remembered that for several days 
the bill hung in the balances, with 
such a small margin one way or the 
other that filibusters were frequently 
resorted to in the senate to keep the 
bill from going to a vote, or from re 
consideration after a vote. 

Late in the session it became general- 
ly known that Governor Hardwick had 
finally seen the matter from a differ- 
ent viewpoint, and that he regarded 
its repeal, in the absence of a new 
tax system, to be unwise. The gov- 
ernor made no official statement to 
the assembly regarding it, but it has 
been reliably reported that had the 
repeal bill passed in the last hours of 
the session it would have received an 
executive veto. 

Be that as it may, it is practically 
assured today that should the legis- 
lative group in favor of repeal suc- 
ceed this year—as the leaders claim 
it will—the governor will not approve 
it, provided the legislature in the 
meantime has not provided a system 
of taxation that shall make the equal]- 
ization law practically inoperative, 

But the funny thing about it is 
these same senators who fought so 
vigorously for repeal in 1921, and 
who supported Hardwick so vigorously 
in 1920, have already renewed their 
fight on the equalization law in the 
face of the governor’s words in his 
message that its repeal in the absence 
of something better will “lock the 
wheels of government.” 

Just what such a situation will 
mean politically is a matter of con- 
jecture. 

Certain it is, however, the gov- 
ernor has come out on the wise and 
constructive side of the issue.

Each ferry has its harpist and violin- 
ist. They play the songs of long ago, 
“Good-bye, Dolly Gray,” and “In the 
Good Old Summertifiie.”” The inde- 
fatigable bootblacks swarm about and 
no excursion is. complete. without a 
shine. 

Over the water floats the softened 
blare of the brass bands from the 
Coney Island sidewheelers. Tramp 
steamers, softly tugging at anchors, 
wave their signals of greeting. It was 
William McFee, who after a cruise to 
some far-flung corner of the globe, 
walked from his ship at the dock to 
the New York ferry. He found it the 
city’s greatest attraction. 

On the return trip, the excursion- 
ists may watch this magnificence and 
breath-taking grandeur of New York’s 
skyline. And then a brief respite on 
the park benches listening to the vaga- 
bond sailors sing their night songs. 
Even the policemen seem softened by 
the beauty of the misted night. There 
is some truth in the sentiment of Dan, 
the Batterv boatman’s song: “Heaven 
is a paradise just like Batter-ee!”’

Dramatic Finale. 

The surrender of the rebel army was 
dramatic. When the first explosion 
occurred in the Four Courts, the rebels 
took refuge in the corner of the rear 
building. (Smoke and flames were com- 
ing up out of the-ruins. The Free 
State artillery continued to drop shelly 
into the besieged quarters of the reb- 
els. O'Connor held out for about an 
hour longer and then at 3 o’clock he 
ordered the white flag hoisted. 

The Free State ¢»mmander ordered 
his men to cease firmg. It took some 
time for the word to pass through the 
Free State lines. 
later the rebels—130 in number— 
formed in line and with a robed priest 
at the head of their column, carrying 
a white flag in his hand, the procession 
marched out of the smoking ruins and 
surrendered to the Free State troops.

Free State army headquarters fssued 
a statement announcing that General 
Rory O’Connor. chief of the rebet 
army, Liam Mellowes, O’Connor’s 
right-hand man and the smrtoy petre] 
of the rebel forces, and all of the 
principal officers of the army were 
captured. . 

“Ernest O'Malley, on behalf of the 
executive of the Four Courts, surren- 
dered the building unconditionallv to 
Brigadier General O'Daly.” the Free 
State announcement said. “The ir- 
regniar garrison was taken nrisoner, 
including O’Connor. Liam Mellowes, 
and all principal officers. O’Cornell 
was released and reported for duty 
at army headquarters. 

Rebels Fleeing. 

Fichting is still going on briskly 
in Donegal where the Free State 
troops are attacking in a wide scale 
throngh the county, successfully over- 
coming the rebels evervwhere, accord- 
ine to reports received here.

Resolution Widens 
Probe of Letters 
On Glass Speech 


Constitution Bureau, 

Raleigh Hotel. 
Washington, June 30.—(By Con- 
Stitution Leased Wire.)—The long 
fight in the senate over the activity 


of the Atlanta branch of the Federal 
Kteserve bank in sending out copies 
of a speech made by Senator Glass 
of Virginia, attacking Senator Heflin, 
of Alabama, for bis criticism of the 
board’s policies, came to an apparent 
end today with the pagsage of a res- 
olution calling upon all member banks 
to supply information concerning the 
number, origin, and expense of send- 
ing out the speech. This is the same 
subject over which Senator Heflin 
and Senator Glass called each other 
profuse liars on the floor recently. 

_ The matter has been hanging fire 
in the upper chamber for several 
weeks, apd today led to a spirited. de- 
bate in which Senator Heflin and 
Senator Watson, of Georgia, took the 
leading part. So heated became the 
discussion that the Georgia senator, 
who was supporting the member from 
Alabama declared that he at'an early 
date, would offer a bill to revoke the 
federal reserve banks charter. 


Heflin’s Charges. 


Senator Heflin claims that the At- 
lanta bagk sent out a large number 
of letters to constituents of his con- 
taining the speech made by Senator 
Glass in which he was severely ar- 
raigned. At the time he introduced a 
resolution, which passed, calling upon 
the Atlanta bank to give full infor- 
mation on the subject. The Atlanta 
bank complied, | stating that some 
6,500 of the letters had been mailed 
at a cost of approximately $180. 

Meanwhile someone whispered to 
the Alabama senator that other mem- 
bers of the federal reserve system had 
done ftikewise, and that there were 
probably 100,000 of the letters mailed 
to persons in his home state. This 
provoked the second resolution, which 
“‘all member banks” to do 
likewise, and with the further provi- 
sion that a copy of the accompanying 
letter be attached. 

Senator McLean, Connecticut, 
chairman of the banking and curren- 
cy committee, objected to the resolu- 
tion on the grouftd that the require- 
ments were too personal. Answering 
this Senator Watson asked: 

“What right has the board to make’ 
war on a citizen of this country?” 
Charges Propaganda. 

Senator Willys, Ohio, joined to say 
he agreed to everything except the 
request for the letter accompanying 
the speech. In this Senator McLean 
voiced the latter contention also. 

Replying Senator Heflin declared 
that the whole affair was a matter 
of propaganda directed against him. 

‘My information is that the letter 
asked specific questions of how the 
person felt before receiving the letter, 
und “how do you feel after reading 
the letter and speech.” 

Senator Watson came in for anoth- 
er share of the debate, demanding 
“what authority has the board to at- 
tack a citizen in this manner—how 
dare they do.it,” adding that he would 
soon answer the Glass speech “tearing 
it to threads.” From this he asserted 
that he would shortly demand that 
the charter of the system be revoked. 

Leaves Off Letter. 

Following a statement from the 
Alabama senator that it was his pur- 
pose to bring up the resolution at 
regular intervals until 1ts passage was 
assured. Senator McLean said he 
would withdraw objection provided 
the clause pertaining to the letter ac- 
companying the speech be stricken 
out. In agreeing to the suggestion, 
Senator Heflin stated he would take 
that for the present, “but I intend 
to keep after them until I get it all.” 

The resolution calls upon all mem- 
ber banks to state at whose instance 
the jietters were sent out; what ex- 
pense there was attached to it; how 
many copies were mailed, and “did 
any ‘member request the letter to be 
sent.” )

As a matter of fact, it proves only 
that three great American golfers were 
at or near their best, aud that, be- 
sides playing excelient golf and show- 
ing the old fighting spirit, had the 

ight break in luck. ‘ihis is true, 
whether an American, Briton or Aus- 
tralian is playing. ‘Lhe ciass of the 
first 20 golfers in a British open is 
so close together that the one most 
favored by fortune through the four 
rounds wins. 

But theré is another element, and 
that is the fact that, since the war, 
British golf has declined a trifle. The 
ones playing are holding the class, 
but there are fewer men today in the 
‘Upited (more or less) Kingdom than 

‘many years who can devote a great 
ieoont of time to playing. Hagen, 
Barnes and Hutchison practically do 
nothing except play golf: A great 
many of the British pros have other 
positions. In fact, life has been a bit 
strenuous for many of the British 
pros since the war; money is not so 
easy; the number of players has been 
reduced, at least the number of those 
who can devote all their time to the 
sport and who have money. 

There is an additional reason: 
American golfers, in fact, American 
ataletes in all divisions, are far ahead 
in condition this summer of what they 
usually are. 

While the victory will be haWled as 
a great American victory, it is more 
the victory of three men than of one. 
The three best pros in America, per- 
fectly prepared, entirely determined, 
went over to capture the cup—and 
captured it.

President ®. J.‘ Spiller of the At- 
lanta Baseball company has wired 


Presient ‘Martin of the Southern As- 
sociation of Baseball clubs for his at- 
titude on the subject of a split season 
for this association. Spiller has had 
this proposition in mind for several 
days and according to his statement 
last night, he feels thut he will be 
able to carry enough votes to make 
the split season a feature of this sea- 
son’s play in the Dixie major. 

Split seasons have been tried out in 
many leagues and with fine success, 
both from standpoint of the players 
und the magnates. Without question, 
the divided season would keep up in- 
terest in the pennant races, that un- 
der conditions like last year, when 
the long race becomes a marathon for 
the league leaders, very naturally there 
is a lessening of interest that reflects 
in the.playing of the members of the 
teams that are far down in the race. 

President Spiller’s proposition is to 
divide the present race after July 4 
and have the winners in the first and 
last half of the season play a seven 
game series for the pennant. 


Texas League Adopts Plan. 


The Texas league president has an- 
nounced that that circuit will be oper- 
ated under the split season plan tnis 
year. If the Southern adopts the 
plan the winners of the post-season 
pennant series in each league will play 
for the class “A” championship. 

In the Dixie major the Memphis 
Chicksaws seem to have a “lock” on 
the first half of the pennant, and the 
magnates who have been strengthening 
their teams for the last. part of the 
season drive would welcome the split 
season. 

President Spiller stated last night 
that he felt that five or six of the 
Southern league votes on a proposi- 


tion of this kind would favor the 


adoption of this proposed plan. 

Of course the local magnate realizes 
that there are a number of owners 
in this circuit who are against any 
change, but he hopes that enough 
will see the advantages of the plan for 
it to carry. 

The Argument Against. 

The main argument that has been 
used against the split season here- 
tofore in the Southern association aas 
been the fact that the Natioal ana 
American leagues do not have split 
seasons. This is very true, but con- 
ditions differ in the majors and here. 
In the first place the season’s play 
in the major is simply an elimination 
race for the world’s. series. The 
average fans thinks only a little abour 
a pennant winner, that loses the fight 
for the title of world’s champions. 

In the Southern loop, we have the 
post-season games between the win- 
ner in the Texas league and the win- 
ner in this loop but the big interest 
is lacking. A.post season series be- 
tween the winner in the first half dnd 
the winner in the second half would 
be much more attractive to the aver- 
age Southern fan than the junior 
world’s series—and there would be a 
radical difference in the gate. 

A divided season would give the 
teams that are far down in the race 
an even break to start the last halt 
of the season, and who knows but 
that one of the teams far down in 
the list of standings might take a 
new lease on life and get into the 
money in the last half of the sea- 
son 

The viewpoint taken in this mat- 
ter is not totally a selfish one on the 
part of the local owner but it is a 
step to help all the clubs and owners 
and the Southern association.

LESSON No. 63. THE LOOSE COUPLER. 

The loose coupler or rece.ving transformer as it is sometimes called 
consists of two windings of insulated wire on cardboard tubes so 
arranged that the number of turns on each winding may be varied and 
the inductive relation between the windings may be varied by moving 
one of the tubes on a hinge or sliding arrangement. ' 

The primary coil or winding which is in the antenna circuit is 
wound on a cardboard tube about 5 inches in diameter and 4 inches

long using 70 turns of No. 22 copper 
wire double-cotton insulated. -The 
tube is supported horizontally be- 


tween two wooden end pieces of} 


suitable size secured to a wooden 
base. .The winding is large enough 
so that 360 meters and 600 meter 
stations can be tuned in. Variations 
of turns for tuning is achieved with 
a switch of spring brass pivoted in 
the edge of the base midway be- 
tween the end supported, the upper 
end of the switch making contact 
with the coil in an arc which ex- 
poses the bare wire so each wire 


may be tapped. A knob on the switch arm permits of easy adjustment 


of primary turns. 


The secondary may be constructed of the same size tubing and 
wound with the same size wire, circular blocks of wood being fitted into 
each end of the tube to strengthen it and serve as supports for the 


secondary switch and binding posts. 


The secondary tube is about 4 


inches long and wound with 150 turns tapped every ten turns, each tap 
being connected to a switch contact point making a total of sixteen 


switch points. 


In this type of loose coupler the secondary does not telescope into 
the primary but is hinged onto one of the end pieces which supports the 
primary coil in such a way that the axis of the primary coil extended 


passes through the axis of the secondary coil. 


The hinge allows the 


seconary coil to be removed away from the primary, thus reducing the 


coupling between the two coils. 


Sufficiently tight coupling for all pur- 


poses may be attained with this arrangement as it is not necessary to 


have the secondary slide inside the 


primary coil. 


The diagram shows how the loose coupler described above may be 
connected to a crystal detector with a variable condenser shunted across 


the secondary of the coupler to permit of slightly sharper tuning. 


If a 


vacuum tube detector is to be employed the terminal marked (1) in the 
diagram is connected to the grid through the grid condenser while the 
terminal marked (2) is connected to the filament of the vacuum tube 


detector circuit.

Ap- 
proximately $1,000,000 per annum 
would be sufficient for this purpose. 
As there now stands appropriated to 
the highway department for this work 
the automobile license tax, which is 
approximately $2,000,000, this pro- 
gram would render available for the 
other purposes of the state for the 
years 1923, 1924 and 1925 at least 
half of the automobile license tax or 
a minimum of say $1,000,000, in- 
creasing probably to $1,250,000 in 
1926. This use of part of the reve- 
nue from automobile license tax for 
these three years would largely pre- 
vent the necessity for tdxation in other 
forms to meet expenses of the state. 

“During these three years there 
could be issued as much as $30,000,- 
000 of non-interest bearing certifi- 
cates or discount notes at the rate 
of say $10,000,000 per year, which 
could be used to repay the counties 
for the work they have already per- 
formed in say three equal annual in- 
stallme:ts and the balance used dur- 
ing 1923, 1924 and 1925 for the 
highway construction program with- 
out drawing upon the state’s revenue 
for any purpose whatever until 1926, 
except for the expenses of the high- 
way department, their maintenance 
program, thus leaving from the high- 
way department’s present fund some- 
thing over $1,000,000 per year for 
the current -necessities of the ‘state.

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DECLINES IN .CO TON FOLLOWED BY PARTIAL RECOVERIES 
) Holiday Exodus Leaves 
Stock Trading Quiet; 
Mex Petroleum Declines

New York, June 30.—While the governors of the stock exchange 
voted to turn down the petition of the members asking that Monday be 
declared an extra holiday, a number of traders have already left town 
to get away from the hot spell, to be gone until Wednesday, and con- 
sequently business slowed down today, Steel Common failing to appear 
on the tape until 10:36, something very unusual. Mexican Petroleum 
had several sinking spells today, touching 174 during the early trading 
compared with yesterday’s high of 186 and 204 1-2, the high for last 
Monday following the decision of the stock exchange that the stock had 
not been cornered. 

One of today’s most interesting news developments was the an- 
nouncement that the Hudson Motor company had reduced the selling 
prices of Hudson*and Essex cars from $50 to $100. In most automobile 
quarters, as a result of the recent activity, predictions had been made 
that prices were to be increased. .Today’s developments not only make 
@ general price increase unlikely, but it makes price reductions by 
other companiés extremely likely. Rumors were heard today that.the 
next company to announce a price reduction would be Buick. The Buick 
and the Hudson people, it was argued, were after Studebaker’s business. 
The feeling here today was, however, that price cuts, while indicating 
that the edge was off of the year’s buying movement would‘ not be 
anything like those of last year. 

A weekly increase of 2,497 men on pay rolls was announced to- 
day by the Detroit Employers’ association, bringing the number of 
employed up to 180,971. This compares with 109,000 for the same week 
of last year, and with 189,000 for 1920, when business was still booming. 
There has been an increase in those employed in Detroit, it was re- 
ported, of 145,000. That represents a great volume of buying power. 


With demand continuing strong 
and with the cost of operations in- 
creasing through fuel apd .ghigher 
wages, the steel com hoa continue 
to advance prices. The average sell- 
ing price ef eight principal iron and 
steel products is now $47.04 a ton 
against $46.48 a week ago, $42.12 the 
Jaw for the year made last February, 
£85.02 the high for 1920 and $37.11 
the average for the 13 years ending 
with 1913. 


Dismal War Debt. 


Treasury officials frankly admit 
they are discouraged over the out- 
look for collecting or refunding in- 
terest or principal on the $11,000,000,- 
000 with debts owed our government 
by other nations. The war debt re- 
funding commissioned appointed by 
President Harding under the recently 
passed law promptly asked each na- 
tion owing our government for a de- 
tailed statement of their position and 
intention. Today’s information from 
Washington says that only a very 
few replies have been received and 
that these make the outlook dark. 
France says she will be unable to 
pay even interest for the next two 
or three years. Other replies are less 
encouraging than that of France. 
England, which many months ago 
made plans in her budget for interest 
payment to us this year, so far has 
made no reply to the inquiry of the 
war debt refunding commission. And 
so far no interest has been paid,

New York, June 30—An early decline was followed by partial 
recoveries in the cotton market today, but business generally was 
quiet and the bulk of trading was attributed to further evening up 
of accounts for over the approaching government report. 

October contracts sold up from 21.41 to 21.59 and closed at 21.52, 
with the general market closing steady at a net decline of 3 to 16 points. 

The market opened easy at a decline of 13 to 21 points, in re- 
sponse to relatively easy Liverpool] cables and reports of improving 

‘ weather conditions. Selling was not active or aggressive, but there 
appeared to be few buyers around the ring, and prices sagged off 
until July touched 21.48 and December 21.23, with active months 
generally showing net losses of 20 to 25 points. There was enough 
covering to steady the market around these figures and rallies of 
10 to 18 points from the lowest were prompted by more numerous 
complaints regarding the presence and activity of the boll weevil in 
the south.

The district summary is as follows: 

“Aithough there is still considerable 
irregularity in conditions in the sixth 
federdl reserve district, the general 
opinion seems to be that progress is 
being made toward improved condi- 
tions. Certainly the attitude of busi- 
ness concerns which report to the 
——- Business Review is more 
cheerful and ecptimistic now than it 
was a few months ago toward present 
conditions ana toward the outlook for 
future development. Confidence is 
more general, and the increasing price 
of cotton is a a stimulating ef- 
fect on almost all lines of business. 


Excessive Rains. 


“The district generally hus bad an 
excess of rain since the beginning 
of the year, and this nas been a 
handicap to the preparation of the 
soil for planting; it has delayed plant- 
ing consi@:rably, and has caused some 
damage to crops after planting has 
been done. The first estimate by the 
department of agriculture as to the 
condition of the cotton crop was made, 
end showed the condition on May 25 
to be 69.6 per cent of normal, com- 
ared with 66 per cent on May 25 
aet year. | 

“The estimated condition of the 
erop in this district is higher, for each 
tate, than the average indicated for 
the United States. Inférmation from 
various parts of the district, however, 
shows that the boll weevil is attack- 
ing the plant in large numbers, and 
that damage from this source has al- 
ready begun. Weather conditions have 
becn fayorabie to the increase in num- 
ter as well as activity of this in- 
sect. 
“May retail business was only 
tlightly lower than that of April, 
while sales by wholesale firms, except 
in two lines largely seasonal, were 
larger in May than during April. May 
wholesale business was better than 
that of May last year, only one line 
(groceries) showing a decrease in 
sxales, and that a decrease of less than 
2 per cent. 

Savings Increase. 

“For the first time ig many months 
the statemen’ of debits to individual 
accounts at the principal cities of the 
district has shown an increase over 
the corresponding period a year ear- 
lier. Not all of the cities show an 
increase, but the aggregate figures for 
the district for the five weeks ending 
May, 1922, were 1.7 per cent larger 
than for the same period in 1921. 
Savings deporits reported to the Re- 
view by 82 banks in the district were 
larger at the close of May. by 1.5 
per cent, than at the end of April, 
and larger by 2.4 per cent than at the 
enc of May, 1921. Failure in the dis- 
trict in May were substantially 
| smaller, both in number and in total 
of liabilities, than during the preced- 
ing morth, and the liabilities were 
less, though the number was larger, 
than during May o7 last year. 

“Building activity in the district 
shows no sigh of lagging. Of 22 
cities for which comparative figures 
are available. 15 sho increases, 
many of them substantial. over per 
mite issued during May last year, 
while only ven decreases were re- 

rted. The resulting demand for 

umber has brought continued im- 
provement in that industry, and or- 

have exceeded production by the 
in the district for a number of 
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coal mining and iron and steel in- 
dustry in Alabama.” 
United States Summary. 

The summary of conditions through- 
jsut the United States is as follows: 

“The outstanding features of the 
economic development during the 
mcnth have been the continued and 
neteworthy increase in the physical 
volume of production and a continu- 
ance of the advance in prices noted ~ 
for the month of May, the wholesale 
price index numbers of the United 
States bureay of Jabor statistics show- 
ing an increase of 5 points for that 
month. | 

“An increase of production is noted 
in highly finished lines of manufac- 
ture as well as in basic industries. 
Wholesale groceries and hardware 
show a very pronounced advance over 
April, but in dry goods and shoes a 
seasonal recessional is reported. The 
retail trade for the first time in many 
months is in excess of that a year 
ago. ° 


Demand for Labor. 

“Although the production of anthra- 
cite nal has been reduced practically 
to nothing, the production of bitum- 
inous coal of non-union mines has 
help to keep industry well supplied 
with fuel, at the same time that the 
petroleum output for the month has 
shown an advance as compared with 
April. General employment  condi- 
tions have takeu a very degided turn 
for the better. In-some lines a scar- 
city of labor is now reported, as for 
example, in the steel and building 
trades. Demand for agricultural labor 
also continues upward. 

“Of fundamental interest has been 
the continued downward tendency of - 
discount and money rates. In the New 
York market the charge for call funds 
has been as low as 2 r cent. 
Rates for commercial paper have a 
tended distinctly downward, while 
bond values, which may be taken a¢ 
an index of the falling cost of in-— 
vestment funds, have tended distinct- 
lp higher. During the month the 
federal reserve banks of New York and 
Boston reduced the discount rate te 
4 per cent.”

PECAN EXPERIMENTAL 
WORK NOW ASSURED 


Constitution Bureau, 

Raleigh Hote). 
Washington, June 30.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.)—The conferees 
on the deficiency appropriation bill 
today agreed to favorably recommend 
the rettntion of the amendment of 


Senator Harris, of Georgia, adopted in 
the senate last night, to provide $5,000 
for experimental work on pecans by 
the bureau of plant indus@*. This in- 
sures the appropriation and the estab- 
lishment of an experiment station. 

The sum of $7,000 is already availa- 
ble in the regular apprupriation bill 
for nut culture work, and when the 
regular bill passed the senate they 
adopted an amendment of Senator 
Harris for $5,000, which was lost in 
conference.

man W.‘D. Upshaw, of Georgia. 

Mr. Upshaw declared that any cab- 
inet official had tle right to confer 
with members of congress on matters 
of interest to their departments. 

Representative Madden, chairman 
of the house appropriation committee, 
and one of the leaders of the republic- 
an side, asserted that the secretary 
of labor had been visiting the capitol 
recently for the purpose of influ- 
encing legislation giving ‘his depart- 
ment an additional assistant secre- 
tary. 


Madden’s Rap. 

“The secretary o1.'nbor was here 
on the floor the er day lobbying 
with members for their votes for the 
creation of this®office; he ought to be 
ashamed of himself,” Representative 
Madden assefted. adding that the la- 
bor department chief “had no business 
here for any such purpose.” 

Replying to this, Congressman Up- 
shaw declared that the act did not 
constitute lobbying, but was in line 
with the example set by Woodrow} 
Wilson, who, he said, made frequent 
visits to the capitol for the purpose 
of conferring with members. Mr. Up- 
shaw said he was “proud of the sec- 
retary of labor for doing the same 
thing,” which the member from IIli- 
nois stated he was ashamed of. 

“If Mr.-Lasker, who is not a mem- 
wee of thg cabinet, came from tue 

ipping board and made an appeal! 
be ore committees for liquor on Amer- 
ican ships, Secretary Davis likewise 
has a right to try to influence legis- 
lation that will make for the effi- 
ciency of his department,” the Geor- 
gia congressman said. 

Tired of Epithet. 


Mr. Upshaw declared that he was 
tired of the “cheap epithet—lobbyist,” 
being hurled at any man as an Ameri- 
can citizen, to say nothing of a mem- 
ber of the cabinet, who comes to the 
capitol and seeks to influence legis- 
lation by legitimate means.’

The grand jury Friday adjourned 
sine die, subject to call. 

Had Saved Carriers. 


Clark Greer, republican insurgent 
leader, and one of the instigators of 
the investigation, declared Friday that 
despite the fact that indictments had 
not been secured the expose of the col- 
lection methods employed by the re- 
publican committee had saved lI, 
rural carriers in the state at least 
$60 per annum. 

“The treasury ‘department em- 
ployees have been orc..ed not to pay 
any more tribute to Phillips and his 
crowd,” Greer said. “The assessmeht 
system they used was the most gigan- 
tic graft ever perpetrated.” 

Greer. was ordered held for the 
grand jury Friday by Commissioner 
W. C. Carter on the whisky charge

bition director. 

Reiterating his declaratign that the 
charge was the outgrowth of malice 
on the part of Jones, Greer issued a 
statement Friday night in which he

to his present position. 
Anti-Saloon League. 

Greer intimated that the Anti-Sa- 
leon league aad secured the appoint- 
ment.of.Jones, who is the son of Dr. 
©. O. Jones, state superintendent for 
the league, and that-since the appoint- 
ment Jones has betrayed the league. 

When Greer was arraigned for pre- 
limenary trial Friday, Hooper Alev- 
ai.der, his atterney moved for dismis- 
sal on the ground the issuance of the 
warrant on which he was arrested had 
Leen irregular. Commissioner Carter 
declined to fermit a discussion of 
points of law and. proceeded with the 
hearing of evidence. 

James C. Gentry, a white convict, 
testified that he had sold Greer 8&6 
zallons of Whisky in July 1919, for the 
sum of $516. Greer was held on his 
own. bond. 

N. T. Jones replied Friday to a 
statement issued Thursday by Greer 
in which Greer charged him with 
maliciously persecuting him. 

“He stated that I demanded that he 
he put under a $5,000 bond. That is 
untrue. I suggested to the commis- 
sioner that Mr. Greer be allowed to 
sign his own bond.” 


Greer’s Statement. 

Greer’s statemen* Friday was as 

ollows: * ' 

“The effort of N. T. Jones to pose 
as a high-class officer may fool those 
people who are not aware of his char- 
acter, past and present. Those who 
krow his past reputation and his pres- 
ent associaticns will know, without 
being told, that there is something rot- 
ten in his appointment. 

“If the ‘trustees of the Anti-Saloon 
league will investigate the matter they 
will be amazed’ to discover how far 
their organization is responsible, and 
hew they were betrayed in the bargain 
that was made It is a somewhat in- 
teresting faet that his cases are based 
on the testimony of crooks and others 
whom he does not indict. 

“Nobody who knows the facts will 
doubt that his whole motive is malice. 
He brought 2 convict out of the chain- 
gang this morning at government ex- 
pense to swear to a charge that even 
if true was not a violation on my part. 
Ry the convict’s own testimony. if 
trne, he committed a crime. Is Jones 
-oing to prosecute the convict? He is 
rot. He is rot even going to prore- 
cute me. He never intended to do so. 


Predicts Discharge. 


“I predict that Jones will soon be 
fired. No self-respecting department 
is going to be disgraced by keeping 
him’ after they learn his true char- 
acter. 

“IT warn the Anti-Saloon league that 
if they expect to retain the public con- 
“idence they should inquire into the 
bargain, and* take fearless and ap- 
propriate action.” 

Greer was the first witness to ap- 
pear before the grand jury when it 
hegan to hear complaints from vatious 
individuals from over the state as to 
the assessment plan of the republican 
educational scciety. It was charged 
by Greer and his associates that those 
in charge of the collections made the 
federal officenolders feel that by fail- 
i:.g to contribute heavily to the fund 
they were jeopardizing their position.
